CULLOM’S RATE BILL VOTE. 
All the attem pts to discredit Sen­ 
ator Cullom because he went south 
to recuperate have failed. The sen­ 
a to r’s vote was recorded in favor 
of reporting the Hepburn rate bill, 
without amendment, 
to the 
senate 
The Republican senators who oppos­ 
ed the bill attem pted to discredit it 
by giving it to Senator Tillman to 
report, thus trying to make it appear 
tha t it is a Democratic measure. 
The essential thing, however, is 
that Senator 
Cullom aligued him­ 
self with two other Republican sen­ 
ators in demanding that the bill be 
reported 
without 
amendment. 
In 
doing this he simply kept his place at 
the head of the procession in favor 
of regulation of railway rates. 
It 
was not a new thing for him. It was 
not a change made because there was 
a popular demand for such legisla­ 
tion. 
It was simply carrying out ihe 
principles for wrhieh he has worked 
since he has been in the senate. 
It is now up to those who wish a 
change in the representation of the 
state in the senate to tell in what re­ 
spect the senator could have done 
better than he has on this bill. 
W hat 
could any other man have done about 
the Hepburn bill that Senator Cul- 
com has not done?— Moline Dispatch. 


Those who do not read the govern­ 
ment railroad statistics aud only hear 
and read of the fatal railroad ac­ 
cidents do not realize with what com­ 
parative safety passengers ride on 
railways of the United States. 
Ac­ 
cording to the publication of railway 
statistics for 1904 and 1905 as just 
issued by the government, shows that 
there are 104 railroads on 
which 
there were no 
fatal accidents 
last 
year although there were accidents 
in which some were Injured. Besides 
these there were thirteen railroads 
on which only one was injured last 
year. 
During last year forty-five million 
persons rode one mile on railroads to 
every person that was killed. 
On 
most, years the number of persons 
carried a mile for every one killed 
was greater than this. 
Of the foreign countries Great Bri­ 
tain and Russia lead in the num ber 
of railway deaths, while Denmark, 
France and Norway are comparative­ 
ly free from fatalities. 
Last year there were twice as m a­ 
ny collisions between passengers and 
‘ freight trains as between passengers 
I alone, and the fatalities were greatei 
[despite 
the fact that there 
were 
twenty-four passenger trains involv­ 
ed in the collision of pasenger trains 
to thirty with the collisions with the 
freights. 
The state of Illinois leads in the 
railway mileage during 1905, with> 
Tex as a close second. 
In 1905 Illi­ 
nois bad 
1 1,902 miles 
operating, 
Tex as had 
10,798. 
Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota, New \o r k and Michigan 
were the nex t states in the order 
mentioned. 
Of the foreign countries Germany 
leads as to number of miles of rail­ 
road. 
It has 32,797. 
Russia in E u­ 
rope has 31,064 and France has « 8,- 
228. 
Great Britain has 22,634. The 
other countries have less than half 
as many miles, Servia with 3 69 be­ 
ing the smallest. 
The American Passenger mileage 
is about one-half and the tonnage 
about double that of all Europe. The 
average speed of an American train 
is greater and the railway rights-of- 
way here are used by a great manj 
as public highways while they aie 
not in the foreign lands. 


The Christian church or Disciples 
of Christ iu this country are prepar­ 
ing for a great centennial celebration 
in Pittsburg, Pa., in 1909.

The Foreign Christian Missionary 
society, organization of this church,

in 
thirteen 
foreign 
countries. 
It supports 4 66 mission­ 
aries; 
forty schools and 
colleges, 
over 400 orphans and eighteen hos­ 
pitals 
and its receipts 
last 
year 
amounted to $255,922. 
The first 
Sunday in March is known as For­ 
eign Mission day in this church, and 
an especially active and widespread 
interest is being taken in the m atter 
this year. 
It is ex pected that no 
less than $300,000 will be raised. 
The Christian church in this city 
is m aking careful preparation to join 
with its sister churches throughout 
the world in one of the largest offer­ 
ings that has ever been m ade for for­ 
eign missions. 
We have no doubt 
tha t the valuable literature the pas­ 
tor has distributed and the liberality 
o f the congregation will make the of­ 
fering the largest in its history.

automobiles. With a party of friends 
among them several well-known rail­ 
road men, he will leave Pasadena 
about March 8 for the journey of 3,- 
500 miles to New York. 
The route 
as planned will be over the San 
Pedro. Union Pacific and Chicago & 
North-W estern lines to Chicago, and 
thence to New York over the Erie 
tracks. 
The motor cars will get ex actly 
the 
same consideration from 
the 
m anagem ent of railway lines as is 
given to special trains. 
These autos are unique in the his­ 
tory of railroading in this country. 
They are so constructed as to give 
the passengers almost as much com­ 
fort as 
can be found in the 
most 
sumptuous Pullman car. 
The powrer 
is furnished by the regular gasoline 
motor, and they are keyed up to a 
max imum speed of about six ty miles 
an hour. 
The motors are equipped with heat­ 
ers, and the passengers sit inside of 
a heavy top with glass 
sides and 
front. 
Each car carries a buffet, and 
below the bed of the cars is a large 
com partm ent for the stowing of lug­ 
gage.

many pagodas 
which are 7 00 or 8 00 
y ea rs old and as solid as when first 
built There is a reaaon for this, and j 
it ftes in their construction. 
A pagoda j 
is practically a framework of heavy * 
timbers which sta rts from a wide base . 
and is in itself a substantial structure, j 
but it is rendered still more stable by j 
a peculiar device. 
Inside the frame- j 
work and suspended from the apex is I 
a long, heavy balk of timber two feet 
thick or more. 
This hangs from one 
end, and to tbe other end are bolted at 
••ch of the four sides lour more ueavy 
timbers, and if tbe pagoda be very 
lofty still more timbers are added on 
to these. 
'Hie whole forms an enor 
mous pendulum which reachee to with 
in six Untiei* of the ground 
When the 
•hock of an earthquake rocks the pago­ 
da the pendulum swings in untson and | 
keeps the center of gravity a lw a y s at 
the base of the framework. 
Conse 
quently the equilibrium of the pagoda 
is never disturbed, and this is the ex ­ 
planation of the greet age of many of 
them, 
when

Farmers in Neb raska are now con­ 
vinced that the Japanese are the real 
"yellow peril,” since a colony of 600 
sons of Nippon has settled along the 
government irrigation ditch b etween 
North Platte and Guernsey, secured 
control of 3,000 acres of land soon to 
b e watered b y the great (lltch and 19 
showing American farmers how to 
make fab ulous sums from land sup­ 
posed to b e arid b y producing large 
crops of b eets and potatoes, says a 
North Platte special to the Cincinnati 
Commercial Trib une. 
The Japanese were b rought to the 
North Platte territory last summer to 
work in the sugar Iveet and potato 
fields. They had with them a numb er 
of "b usiness agents,” who looked aft­ 
er all the b usiness of the company. 
Beiag educateti men, these b usiness 
agents at once saw the advantage of 
owning lauds under tb e b ig govern­ 
ment ditch, which is to make fertile 
100,■006 acres of land in Neb raska.. 
These clever Japanese organized co­ 
operative companies last year aud se­ 
cured control of large tracts of land, 
new holding more than 3,000 acres. 
Thè men will work In the b eet and 
potato fields next summer. 
They are 
b right and clean, doing their work in­ 
telligently ami working every hour of 
the day. They live cheaply and save 
much. The money the American b eet 
farmers pay the Japanese will go into 
the general treasury and will b e han­ 
dled b y the “b usiness agents,” who 
will proceed to procure more of the 
land along the government ditch. 
Last year several of tb e Japanese en­ 
tered into competition with the Ameri­ 
can farmers and planted fields of po­ 
tatoes and b eets. They employed their 
countrymen and produced b ig crops. 
Half a section of Neb raska land near 
North Platte was planted b y one Jap 
!n sugar b eets, and he took off $200 
worth of b eets to every acre. Others 
planted potatoes. One Japanese lab orer 
Wbo came- to North Platte a year ago 
planted forty acres of potatoes, and he 
has realized $1,385 on tb e crop, selling 
them to a firm in Toronto a few days 
•go for 53 cents a b ushel. Records In 
the North Platte freight office of the 
Cnlon Pacific Railrorrd company show 
that the Japanese farmers who only 
started last year shipped ninety car­ 
loads of potatoes aud four carloads of 
celery. 
Especially at raising celery do the 
Japanese surpass the American farm­ 
ers. They are very particular ab out 
their framing, and 
celery requires 
great care. They aim to have every 
•talk of the plant not only of even col­ 
or, b ut ab out tb e some size. 
"A Japanese lab orer Is a perfect gar­ 
dener,” snld A. K. Beemis, a ranch­ 
man near North Platte, who Is a great 
admirer of 
the Japanese 
farmers. 
"They take such care of everything. 
They care individually for almost ev­ 
erything they grow, weed out the extra 
plauts carefully if the b eets are piant­ 
eli too thick, cover tb e seed with an 
even amount of soli, so the plants all 
sprout together and grow b etter, there 
b eing no little ones for those further 
edvftoeed to overshadow.” 
More Japanese are arriving in the 
North Platte country dally, and the 
work in the b eet fields in that section 
and parts of Colorado will b e done al­ 
most entirely b y the Japanese lab orers 
this season.

Do you know that the witch 
Uaacl 
•b oots its sm ls ten or fifteen feet? If 
you want a b rand new sensation, b ring 
home some b ranches of witch hazel 
having b oth flowers and unowned seed 
pods on them and put them in vases 
of water. Tb e pods b urst at tb e most 
unexpected times, waking you in the 
nlgb t and peppering you with their 
hard, shiny, b lack seeds. 
Branches 
that are to lie used for a party must la* 
selected with care to b e sure of having 
perfectly flesh Howere and seed pods 
that have not opened. If it is possib le 
to do so, cut them the same day they 
are needed. 
If they must b e cut the 
day b efore they are needed, put them 
in a cold place in water and wrap 
a damp cloth around the b ranches in 
order to prevent the flowers from 
withering and to keep the seeds froue 
b eing expelled too sta>n. 
There will b e great excitement when 
the seed pods open with a snap and the 
seeds come pattering down. It is well 
to rehearse this performance, for nat­ 
ural ob jects often refuse to “show off” 
when you want them to.—f 'ountry Life 
In America.

The cinnamon tree grows to a height 
of from twenty to thirty feet and is 
sometimes eighteen inches in thickness. 
The leaves are from four to six inches 
in length, oval shaped and marked 
with three principal nerves. They taste 
very much like cloves. Cinnamon flow­ 
ers are of a b eautiful silky gray on the 
outside and a light yellow on the in­ 
side. The fruit Is a small acorn shaped 
drupe, and when ripe it is quite b rown. 
It is, however, the b ark of the cinna­ 
mon tree that makes it valuab le. The 
finest comes from the Island of Ceylon, 
where they have two seasons of cinna­ 
mon harvest. The first season b egins 
in April and the last in Novemb er. Ti; * 
b ranches of three to five years' growth 
are cut down, and the epidermis Is 
carefully scraped 
away. 
Then the 
b ark Is ripped up lengthwise with a 
knife and gradually loosened until it 
may b e easily removed. 
The slices of b ark are then placed in 
the sun to dry, and as they dry they 
curl up into quills. The next thing is 
to examine and arrange the cinnamon 
according to its quality. The persons 
whose work it is to examine the einna 
mon are ob liged for this purpose to 
taste and chew it, although in a short 
time it produces a very* painful effect 
on their mouths and tongues. 
As the cinnamon quills are examined 
the smaller ones are inserted into the 
larger, aud the whole is then tied up in 
b undles weighing ab out eighty-eight 
! pounds each. 
j 
Ln Ceylon the oil of cinnamon la usu­ 
ally prepared b y grinding the coarsest 
pieces of b arlt, soaking this powder 
in sea water for t wo or three days and 
then distilling. Two oils pass over, 
one 
lighter the other heavier than water.

The hairs on these patches are long, 
white and ordinarily point downward • 
Among the roots of the hair Is a gland 
which secretes a strong musk. Under­ 
neath the skin at this point is a b road 
sheet of muscles which have the power 
; to raise these hairs so that they stand 
1 out at all angles like the petals of a 
huge white cb rysautliemum. When an 
antelope sees danger this muscle acts 
and the patch flashes out tike snow. In 
the middle of each is a dark b rown 
spot, tb e rausk gland, which frees a 
great quantity of the musk which can 
b e detected down the wind for a long 
distance b y another antelope. 
Even 
man can distinguish this danger signal 
for some yards. 
The antelope has five different sets 
of glands, eaeh giving forth a different 


j kind of musk for use In its dally life as 
a means of getting or giving Intelli 
gence. The two in the middle of each 
rump patch has b een explained, b ut 
the purposes of the others have not yet 
b een fully accounted for.
